Haven af the City of Ga/lway is 
the moſt conſiderable in the Pro. 
vince of Connaught, being. a very 
great Bay, ferne Miles broad, and 
many more long, having in the 
Mouth Three Itlands (called the 
tes of Arras) the which lie North 
and South, by the fide of each 
ather, there remaining the Chan- 
nels for to come out of the Sea in- 
to this Bay. One Channel runneth 
betwixt the Land, and the Nomthern 
Ifk, and called therefore North- 
Sound. The Second, between the 
fame Northern Iſle, and the Mid- 
dlemoſt, which Channel being the 
moſt uſual of the Three, is com- 
monly ſtiled St. Cregeries Sound. 
And the Third, between the moſt 
Southermoſt Ifland, and the Main, 
named South Sound 3 in-the upper- 
moſt part of the Bay, one may An- 
chor in Five ar Six Fathoms-of 
Water. 
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
